, son’s crop too. 


Traverse City, the cherry capital of the world, is noted for start- 
ing low prices. Growers have very little to say in regards to price. 
The Cherry Growers Association is often spoken of as though it 
were an association of growers,.when in reality it isn’t. The head 
man on salary gets half his salary from the growers and the other 
half from the canners. In reality the whole thing is made up mostly 
of canners and grower canners. That is, the officers for the most 
part are heavy stock holders in canning companies. However that is 


‘not saying but what they do a fair job, although many of the grow- 


ers interests are forgotten.

More Egg Money 


The best way. to prevent tak- 
jng a cut in your egg check be- 
cause of undesirable yolk color 
or off flavor is to keep your 
hens in the laying house. 

That’s the word from Ed Reb- 
man, Charlevoix county farm ag- 
ent. When eggs have a dark co- 
lor, he explains, it’s usually due 
to the hens eating green alfal- 
ga, clover or grass. Yellow corn 
or carrots will give the same ef- 
fect. The dark color of yolks 
comes from the pigment: in these 
feeds. 

Yolk color may vary even 


when hens are confined. That’s ; 


because the birds are not alike 
in their capacity- to transpose 
pigments from the feed to the 
egg yolk. But confinement and 
controlling the amount of pig- 
ment-carrying feeds, he says, 
give the best control. 

Layers should not be allowed 


in a wet, boggy barnyard. There

Thirty years ago in the Lake 
States — Minnesota, Wisconsin 
and. Michigan—most of the pine 
sawtimber had been ‘cut, but 
hardwood lumber production was 
still booming. 

Pulpmills were expanding, 
but even in 1924, supplies of 
spruce were dwindling. Aspen 

stands were 
building up in large areas, 
but industry had to gear to 


their use before these smaller 
tree types could be important. 


Thirty years ago, the federal 
government administered only 
two forest areas in Michigan. 
They included several hundred 
thousand acres in the Huron na- 
tional forest and a few thousand 
acres in Chippewa county, in an 
area then known as the Raco 
Ranger District. 


Today in Michigan, about 
‘2.5 million acres are under 
federal) administration and 
there are five federal forest 
units in the state. In the up- 
per peninsula are the Ottawa 
national forest and the Mar- 
_ quette and Hiawatha units of 
the Upper Michigan Forest. 
The Lower Michigan National 
‘Forest includes the Manistee 
and Huron units.

Federal forest research in Mi- 
chigan and the Great Lakes area 
in general has developed along 
four major lines. Forest-manage- 


ion, culture and harvest of the 
major forest types, including tree 
planting for timber production 
and shelterbelts, have taken con- 
iderable emphasis.
